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On 31 January 1952, the entire landing field of Altenburg airfield was covered with 
snom 5 cn.deep, Several soldiers started clearing the snow with shovels in ths 
northern section of the rummay. The entire terrain north of the north end of the 
rumay was staked off, Five civilians were seen on the road north of the Pield. 
They were surveying the terrain, No construction naterial was observed, + The 
entire airfield was guarded by sentries nosted at several points. New off linits 
signs were posted, The antenna mest about 15 meters high was still observed in the 
northern extension of the runway. Fron this mast, lines extended to the south 
toward the barracks installation and toward the north, 


On 21 Tebruary, about 30 dark twin-encine planes were parked in two groups on the 
dispersal area in the southeastern rection of the landing field, No jet aircraft 
were observed, “* Between 11 a.m, and 2:30 PeMo, there was no flying, Th: weather 
was hazy and the landin: field ras soft, 


Some small wooden buildings on concrete foundations were completed and others were 
under construction at the lace where the a oroach road from the north turns toware 
the barracks installation at the northern extension of the rmmway. Aout 30 Gernan 
civilians were employed there, They said that kitchens and mass halls were tc he 
located in these buildings, Large-scale expansion was allegedly to start at the 
northern extension of the runway in the spring of 1952. Large quantities of boards 
were already stock piled, About 12 larce holes «ach 1 to 2 scuare meters large cad 
80 to 150 cm dee» were observed in this area, It appeared that the target rances 
were to be vacated, ae the radio mast was at its 
previous location.
